TOPICS OF PRIMARY INTEREST COVERED IN DRAFT CONVENTION 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 17 Mar 82 pp 1, 7 


[Excerpt] Indonesia's principal interests in the Law of the Sea conference, 
such as the Archipelago Concept, the continental shelf and exclusive economic 
zones are no longer a problem, since they are included in the draft convention. 


Foreign Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmadja told this to the press at Halim 
Perdanakusuma Airport on Tuesday morning, upon his return from a trip 
to London, The Hague and New York. 


The United States is complicating matters in the provisional draft containing 
restrictions on sea bed mining. As a nation which mines minerals, Indonesia 
is involved. 


“Efforts to reach a compromise on sea bed mining will be dealt with further 
at a second session in New York,” Mochtar stated. 


He also noted that the American “review policy” with regard to decisions taken 
on sea bed mining to date would delay decision. 


He said the American proposals would destroy the results of tireless efforts 
over several years, and discussion of the American proposals would be lengthy. 


Thus, Mochtar noted, all participants in the conference, including Western 
European nations, were concerned about the American attitude. 


"They want the conference to end in 1982, in keeping with the work schedule 
agreed to by all, including the United States. 


He said debate was still under way, and would continue till the end of April.

SISMLK-l TO ENTER "DISPUTED WATERS' 
[stanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 7 Mar 82 pp l, 9 
[Report by Sedat Ergin] 


[Text] Ankara--The MTA [Mining Research Institute] Sismik-l--formerly 
Hora--exploration ship has completed necessary technical preparations for 
sailing into the Aegean. Following Greece's violation of the Bern Agree- 
ment and oil exploration activity in disputed regions in the Aegean outside 
its 6-mile territorial waters, it has been decided to prepare the Sismik-] 
such that it will be ready to sail into the Aegean “any time." By sending 
Sismik-l into the Aegean Turkey will resume the exploration for oil in the 
disputed waters. 


it has been decided to send the Sismik-l into the Aegean if Greece coes not 
respond in a “reasonable period of time" to Turkey's demand for explanations. 
According to information received from reliable sources, the sailing of the 
Sismik-l into the Aegean within this week is seen as a serious possibility. 
Prime Minister Bulend Ulusu is expected to broach this issue at the press 
conference he will hold this week. 


fhe event that triggered these developments was Greece's oil exploration 
moves around the end of January in a disputed area to the east of the Tasoz 
island outside its 6-mile territorial water limits. This act constituted a 
violation of the 1976 Bern Agreement. In the light of “serious information" 
to the effect that Greece had stepped outside its territorial water limits, 
Ankara made diplomatic representations to Athens. In this representation, 
which took place over 20 days ago, Athens was reminded of the Bern Agreement 
clauses which stipulate that neither side will explore for oil in the dis- 
puted areas until agreement is reached oa the continental shelf issue, and 
in official explanation was demanded from Greece in view of this violation. 


The Foreign Ministry spokesman, Ambassador Nazmi Akiman, announced to the 
press 2 days ago that there is serious information that Greece is involved 
in exploration work outside its territorial waters and that Athens has been 
isked to provide explanations on this issue. Asked about how Turkey will 
respond to this attitude of Greece's, the spokesman said: "At this stage 
we do not wish to speculate on what measures our side might take." 
pokesman added that Greece is expected to respond in a "reasonable period
